r following  addition  under  Site  Visit  Report  on  Centro  Latino:  New  paragraph  -Another  year  of  cut  backs 
has  been  hard  on  the  center  resulting  in  cut  backs  in  staff  time.  Another  problem  that  has  risen  out  of 
' this  is  that  the  cost  and  preparation  of  the  Filipino  style  meals  has  become  a burden.  Supplies  are 
purchased  in  smaller  amounts  because  it  is  very  expensive.  This  requires  preparing  an  entirely 
separate  meal  from  the  main  one  at  a time  when  there  is  less  staff.  A comment  was  recorded  that 
meal  preparation  is  now  a burden  both  time-wise  and  cost-wise.  It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  a 
great  help  to  the  center  if  DA  AS  could  put  the  Filipino-stvle  meals  out  for  bids. 

REPORTS 

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT 

Ms.  Pierini  opened  the  meeting  by  expressing  her  condolences  to  Anne  Hinton  and  family  for  the  loss 
of  her  son,  Kindred. 

DIRECTOR’S  REPORT/DEPUTY  DIRECTOR 

Shireen  McSpadden  gave  an  updated  status  of  Adult  Day  Health  Care  (ADHC)  programs  now  called 
CBAS  (Community-Based  Adult  Services).  State  nurses  are  interviewing  all  ADHC  participants  to 
determine  CBAS  eligibility.  Self  Help  for  the  Elderly  is  waiting  to  hear.  On  March  1st,  ADHC  program 
officially  became  CBAS..  On  July  1st,  the  CBAS  program  will  be  operated  under  managed  care.  The 
eligibility  requirements  and  the  reimbursement  mechanism  and  amount  are  not  yet  fully  determined. 
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The  CBAS  program  under  managed  care  will  be  based  on  a capitated  amount  per  member  per  month  j 
versus  a per  diem  amount.

She  continued  by  saying  that  DAAS  is  engaged  in  planning  with  local  hospitals  and  community 
hospitals  to  expand  the  San  Francisco  Transitional  Care  Program.  The  program  is  currently  run  by  : 
two  organizations  - San  Francisco  Senior  Center  operates  the  Homecoming  Program  (case  . 
management  model)  and  Institute  on  Aging  operates  the  Care  Transitions  Intervention  (coaching  ' 
model).  DAAS  is  working  with  the  partner  organizations  to  blend  these  two  programs  into  one 
program,  with  DAAS  as  the  central  intake  point.  We  have  applied  for  two  grants-one  to  expand  the  3 
infrastructure  of  the  program  and  one  to  expand  overall  capacity.  We  should  hear  about  the  funding 
within  the  next  month  or  two. 

Shireen  also  reported  on  the  Long  Term  Care  Integration  Investigation  effort  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Long  Term  Care  Coordinating  Council  has  long  been  concerned  about  vital  programs  such  as  Adult 
Day  Health,  IHSS  and  MSSP  case  management  becoming  part  of  managed  care.  Under  the  direction 
of  the  Long  Term  Care  Coordinating  Council,  DAAS  hired  a consulting  firm-CHI  Partners-to  facilitate 
this  effort.  The  investigation  entails  pulling  together  stakeholders-the  health  plans  (San  Francisco  ! 
Health  Plan  and  Anthem  Blue  Cross),  Department  of  Public  Health,  DAAS,  On  Lok,  and  other 
community  based  organizations  together  to  decide  what  fiscal  and  programmatic  integration  of  long  j 
term  services  and  support  could  look  like.  This  effort  is  a shared  learning  experience  with  a focus  on 
relationship  building.  Ultimately,  the  goal  is  to  develop  a plan  for  improved  coordination  of  services  in 
San  Francisco,  whether  those  services  are  part  of  managed  care  are  not. 

PROGRAM  PRESENTATION  - By  Dan  Kelly/Denise  Cheung/Martha  Peterson 
Review  and  Approval  of  2012-2015  Area  Plan 

Dan  Kelly  reported  on  the  physical  characteristics  and  demographics  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  | ? 
characterized  by  its  classic  hills  and  views,  its  distinct  neighborhoods,  its  rich  diversity,  and  by  its  j b 
intense  housing  and  gentrification  pressures.  To  remain  safely  in  the  community,  seniors  and  younger  ! . 
adults  with  disabilities  must  contend  with  broader  economic  influences  that  have  reshaped  San  j , 
Francisco.  The  emerging  knowledge  economy  has  placed  a premium  on  education,  and  San 
Francisco  has  had  an  influx  of  highly  educated  younger  adults  without  children. 

Salaries  have  risen  to  keep  pace  with  education  levels,  consequently  driving  up  the  cost  of  living  in  a 
compact  city  with  limited  room  for  growth.  He  used  charts  to  illustrate  changes  in  the  proportion  of 
households  making  more  than  $200,000  per  year,  and  the  corresponding  drop  in  the  number  of 
middle  income  households.  Low  income  households  have  increased  since  2000,  but  likely  reflect 
immigrants  working  in  insulated  labor  markets  in  the  city’s  ethnic  neighborhoods.  The  changes  in  the 
city’s  economy  have  created  a disparity  between  very  affluent  and  very  low  income  communities. 
(See  Area  Plan  Pg  6-18  for  detail  information) 

Denise  Cheung  reported  on  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (AAA).  In  July,  2000,  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  created  the  Department  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services  to  provide  humane  and  protective 
services  for  vulnerable  adults,  including  people  with  disabilities,  mentally  ill  persons,  veterans  and 
seniors.  Its  mission  is  to  provide  leadership  in  the  area  of  aging  and  adult  services,  promote  the 
involvement  of  older  individuals  and  their  caregivers  in  San  Francisco,  develop  community-based 
systems  of  services  to  support  the  independence  and  protect  the  quality  of  life  for  older  persons,  and 
coordinate  activities  and  develop  disaster  preparedness  plans  for  this  population.  (See  Area  Plan 
starting  with  pg  20-74)

REPORTS 

President’s  Report:  Anna  Maria  Pierini 

I am  grateful  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  annual  4Na  conference  in  Denver.  The 
conference  was  very  stimulating  and  informative.  It  is  clear  that  programs  focused  on  helping 
people  live  well  in  the  community  are  developing  in  a most  promising  way  and  their  connection  to 
each  other  in  this  mission  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent.  For  example,  the  Villages 
programs  keep  people  socializing  and  connected  to  service  referrals  that  they  may  need,  keeping 
them  living  well  in  their  own  homes-the  program  appears  to  delay  hospitalizations  and 
readmissions;  they  serve  middle  income  and  upper  income  people  who  are  not  eligible  for 
Medicaid  programs.  Senior  Centers  offer  services  that  also  keep  people  well  in  the  community, 
delaying  hospitalizations  and  delaying  readmissions.  Congregate  meal  programs  get  people  out 
for  a nutritious  meal,  socialization  and  information  on  services.  Restaurant  voucher  programs  get 
people  out  and  socializing  in  a format  that  offers  a different  setting  that  the  congregate  meal 
environment.  Transitional  Care  programs  provide  people  with  professional  clinical  and  non  clinical 
service  coordination  upon  leaving  the  hospital  to  avoid  readmissions  (within  thirty  days). 
Communications  among  clinical  and  non  clinical  professionals  in  these  areas  of  service  assist  in 
providing  individuals  with  access  to  optimum  services  that  will  keep  them  living  as  well  as  possible 
in  the  community.  True,  our  mission  is  client  centered;  however,  a point  that  was  brought  up  at  the 
conference  was  that  a way  to  engage  the  business  community  in  collaborating  with  AAA  is  to 
convey  business  benefits...  I ike  keeping  people  well  and  in  the  community  keeps  them  actively 
engaged  in  the  economy  as  well  as  in  their  own  well  being.  The  evolution  of  our  mission  to  keep 
people  (any  adults  with  needs  the  cannot  fill  themselves)  living  well  in  the  community  is  very 
exciting  and  it  was  wonderful  to  see  people  very  energized  in  the  goal  to  identify  needs,  filling  them 
and  heading  away  from  segregating  problems  into  categories  which  seem  to  separate  groups  of 
people  from  each  other  by  need. 


DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 

Executive  Director  Anne  Hinton  reported  that  she  attended  the  N4A  Conference  in  Denver,  CO 
which  was  great.  Ms.  Hinton  reported  that  she  gave  presentations  on  legal  services  and  the  Ross 
Grant,  and  Sybil  Boutilier  presented  on  BTOP.  Ms.  Hinton  stated  that  DAAS  received  an 
achievement  award  for  the  Institute  on  Compulsive  Hoarding  and  Cluttering,  which  she  will  present 
to  the  Mental  Health  Association  as  they  are  the  organization  that  runs  the  Institute.  Ms.  Hinton 
reported  that  staff  had  been  in  negotiations  with  CMS  regarding  the  “per  person”  cost  and  is 
waiting  for  the  signed  contract.  Ms.  Hinton  also  reported  that  in  regards  to  Adult  Daycare,  the  state 
has  been  interviewing  older  adults  in  various  daycare  facilities  and  finding  older  adults  ineligible  for 
the  services,  with  a current  denial  rate  of  80%  in  Northern  California.  Ms.  Hinton  further  stated  that 
the  adult  daycare  network  did  a great  job  advocating  for  all  of  its  members  before  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors.  Ms.  Hinton  also  reported  that  the  DAAS  budget  was  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Ms.  Hinton  noted  that  Mayor  Lee  added  $140k  addback  funds  for 
nutrition  and  that  $125k  was  given  to  District  1 1 . Ms.  Hinton  discussed  the  part  time  position  in  the 
DAAS  budget  for  staff  for  the  LGBT  Taskforce,  which  has  been  filled  by  Tom  Nolan.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  will  appoint  members  to  the  Taskforce  in  the  Fall.

President’s  Report  (Anna  Maria  Pierini) 

There  are  many  exciting  programs  and  opportunities  becoming  available  for  seniors  and  adults 
with  disabilities  in  San  Francisco  due  to  the  dedicated  and  successful  work  of  DAAS.  In  order  to 
share  knowledge  thereby  equipping  ourselves  to  contribute  productively  as  Advisory  Council 
members  it  appears  it  would  be  helpful  to  know  precisely  the  services  and  programs  that  are 
available  in  San  Francisco.  It  seems  the  structure  in  place,  i.e.  districts  would  be  the  logical 
delineation  to  use  as  a guideline.  The  overall  recommendation  would  be  to  describe  the 
geographic  perimeter  of  the  district,  name  the  supervisor,  and  report  on  senior  centers  listing  and 
describing  each  program  that  the  center  offers,  food  programs  available,  listing  the  hospitals  along 
with  capacity,  listing  any  senior  housing  options,  describing  the  transportation  in  the  area  and 
other  describing  other  pertinent  programs. 

The  recommendation  to  the  Council,  at  this  time,  would  be  to  have  a one  report,  with  a written 
description  of  district  services  available,  presented  each  month  for  a total  of  15  minutes,  including 
questions  and  answers.  Clearly,  all  of  us  are  not  District  Appointees;  for  example  I am  a 
Commission  appointment.  In  my  case  I’ll  work  on  the  district  I work  in,  #3.  I ask  that  you  think 
about  this  plan,  look  into  services  in  respective  districts  and  give  your  input  next  month  during  the 
time  that  is  allocated  for  the  President’s  report. 

DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 

Executive  Director  Anne  Hinton  reported  that  it  has  been  quiet  since  the  last  meeting,  and  that 
there  were  no  surprises  in  the  budget.  Ms.  Hinton  noted  that  CBAS  missed  being  added  to  the 
budget,  but  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  working  on  it  for  the  fall,  and  in  the  short  term  the 
CLF  will  pay  until  appeals  are  heard.  Ms.  Hinton  also  noted  that  there  was  some  disappointing 
news  regarding  denials  for  Adult  Day  Care.

President’s  Report

Anna  Maria  Pierini  reported  that  the  Council  is  waiting  for  the  Dan  Kelly  report  and  that  the 
document  will  be  distributed  to  members  when  it  is  available.  She  encouraged  members  to  refer 
to  the  document,  then  look  at  their  own  district  with  the  eyes  of  a consumer,  identifying  possible 
needs  or  informal  services.  Ms.  Pierini  also  talked  about  attending  a meeting  of  Northern 
California  Elder  Abuse  Multidisciplinary  Team  meetings.  She  stated  that  there  were  attendees 
from  counties  surrounding  San  Francisco  including  Sonoma,  San  Mateo  and  Alameda  counties. 
Members  included  attorneys,  social  workers  and  other  investigators  involved  in  the  work  of 
reducing  self  neglect  and  abuse  in  the  elder  and  disabled  adult  communities.  Ms.  Pierini  stated 
that  the  meetings  revealed  that  there  are  an  increasing  number  of  cases  in  the  area  of  neglect  and 
abuse,  particularly  financial  abuse  and  suggested  that  members  keep  that  fact  in  mind  when 
relating  to  any  seniors  or  adults  with  disabilities. 

Director’s  Report 

Shireen  McSpadden,  Deputy  Director,  reported  for  Director  Anne  Hinton,  who  was  on 
vacation. 

Ms.  McSpadden  reported  that  DAAS  has  now  entered  into  contract  with  CMS  for  the  Community- 
Based  Care  Transitions  Program  (CCTP).  The  CCTP  program  only  covers  individuals  who  have 
Medicare  Fee  for  Service.  DAAS  and  its  partners  are  currently  looking  for  funding  for  program 
infrastructure  and  to  ensure  program  coverage  for  individuals  who  are  not  Medicare  Fee  for 
Service  (e.g.,  MediCal  only  or  uninsured).  There  are  some  interested  foundations,  so  we  are 
hoping  they--and  hospitals— will  provide  support.  The  Transitional  Care  Program  will  launch  in 
January  of  2013. 

In  September,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  appointed  a 15-member  LGBT  Senior  Task  Force.  The 
Task  Force  is  charged  with  researching  the  needs  of  LGBT  seniors  in  San  Francisco  and  putting 
together  a plan  for  improved  services  for  LGBT  seniors  and  presenting  the  plan  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  Task  Force  will  be  in  place  for  18  months.

President’s  Report  (Anna  Maria  Pierini) 

We  are  having  a short  report  this  morning,  because  we  are  having  a big  program  presentation  this  morning. 
It  is  my  privilege  and  honor  to  serve  as  president  for  the  third  year.  I am  delighted  that  I was  asked  and  I 
am  glad  to  serve.  Today’s  presentation  is  about  the  Broadband  Technology  Adoption  Program  (BTOP)  for 
Seniors  and  Persons  with  disabilities,  that  DAAS  received  a federal  grant  for  two  years  ago.  The 
Community  Living  Campaign  is  one  of  the  sub-recipients  and  has  been  a key  provider  of  program  services 
for  the  project.

I’m  going  to  talk  with  Sybil  and  Vera  about  seeing  who  can  represent  the  CSL  and 
provide  that  information  to  us  in  a couple  of  months  from  now  and  to  talk  to  us  further  about  what  each  of 
the  final  bills  are  that  we  have  written  letters  to  support.  I think  the  Advisory  Council  as  a whole  needs  to  be 
on  the  same  page  with  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  in  terms  of  understanding  the  basic  issues.  It  just 
needs  to  be  a snap  shot.

PROGRAM:  BTOP  PROGRAM  AND  COMMUNITY  LIVING  CAMPAIGN 

Aaron  Low  gave  a brief  overview  of  the  Broadband  Technology  Opportunities  Program  (BTOP)  (PowerPoint 
presentation  attached)  This  program  has  been  funded  by  a Department  of  Commerce,  NTIA  grant  which  D 
was  submitted  by  DAAS  in  partnership  with  Department  of  Technology  and  several  Non-  Profit  sub 
recipients,  including  the  Community  Living  Campaign.  The  program  is  funded  through  September  2013  and 
has  created  54  new  or  updated  computer  labs  in  senior  centers,  Adult  Day  Centers,  Supportive  Housing,  P 
Affordable  Housing  and  Public  Housing  sites  around  the  City  that  are  hosted  by  26  non-  profit  agencies  as 
well  as  SFHA.

Delivered  Groceries  (total  of  35,714  bags  of  food  to  980  residents.  Additionally  more  than  1500  seniors 
were  provided  Farmers’  Market  Vouchers. 

Additionally  Ms.  Lau  oversees  the  Department’s  Health  Promotion  Programs  including  Healthier  Living,  the 
Chronic  Disease  Self  Management  (CDSMP)  evidence  based  workshops,  and  Always  Active,  the  physical 
activity  and  conditioning  program  for  older  adults.

President’s  Report  (Anna  Maria  Pierini) 
No  report. 
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Director’s  Report 

Anne  Hinton  reported  that  as  the  Legislative  community  meets  next  month,  they  need  to  consider  doing  a 
letter  to  the  Congressional  Delegation  to  put  the  money  that  we  lost  in  the  Sequestration  for  the  Older 
American’s  Act  programs  back  in  to  the  budget  for  next  year.  If  it  doesn’t  get  put  back,  it  continues  on  for  10 
years,  so  this  is  the  opportunity  for  redress  as  they  move  on  the  AOA  budget.  The  biggest  impact  of  the 
sequestration  was  in  the  nutrition  program.  California  lost  a million  meals  in  this  cut,  and  San  Francisco’s 
hit  is  about  $400,000.00  in  total. 


Ms.  Hinton  reported  that  she  attended  the  California  Association  of  area  agencies  on  aging  (C4A)  legislative 
policy  meeting  in  Sacramento  and  then  the  annual  comprehensive  policy  briefing  in  Washington  D.C.,  which 
was  very  interesting.  There  were  a variety  of  very  informative  speakers  for  two  days  who  spoke  about 
everything  related  to  Medicare,  Social  Security  and  Sequestration  and  reauthorization  of  the  Older 
Americans  Act.  The  current  thinking  is  to  request  the  reauthorization  of  the  Act,  without  attaching  any 
funding  issues  to  the  process  Re-authorization  has  been  pending  for  about  three  years,  so  it  seems  it  would 
be  better  to  get  the  authorization  and  work  on  the  funding  issues  later,  after  the  act  is  secured. 

A very  important  issue  emerged  during  the  meetings,  and  that  is  the  concern  about  an  attack  on  Medi-gap 
insurance.  Medigap  is  a crucial  element  of  insurance  coverage.  The  theory  of  a far  it  should  be  abolished. 

Is  that  it  encourages  people  to  use  more  medical  services.  The  purpose  of  Medigap  insurance  is  of  course 
to  enable  people  to  access  medical  services  that  would  not  otherwise  be  covered.

Prior  to  changes  in  the  MTAs  medallion 
policy,  ramp  taxi  drivers  were  incentivized.  These  incentives  no  longer  exist,  so  MTA  is  looking  for  ideas  on 
how  to  establish  a more  efficient  and  sustained  ramp  taxi  program  to  serve  San  Francisco  residents  and 
visitors  who  use  wheelchairs.  Council  members  commented  on  the  problem  of  ramp  taxis  not  being  reliable 
in  honoring  reservations,  not  showing  up  when  called,  apparently  giving  priority  to  airport  passengers  rather 
than  wheelchair  using  passengers  and  apparent  unwillingness  to  accept  taxis  script,  because  script  using 
passengers  are  not  expected  to  have  to  tip  the  driver.  Members  considered  that  the  idea  of  providing  ramp 
taxi  medallions  to  companies  at  a reduced  rate,  while  requiring  companies  to  provide  health  insurance  to 
ramp  taxi  drivers  might  be  an  effective  policy,  However,  there  was  a strong  feeling  that  enforcement  needed 
to  be  strengthened  to  ensure  that  ramp  taxis  were  used  primarily  to  serve  persons  with  disabilities,  whether 
residents  or  visitors  to  the  city,  rather  than  to  make  trips  to  the  airport. 

OLD  BUSINESS/UPDATES 

Elinor  Lurie  provided  an  update  on  the  many  activities  of  the  Community  Living  Campaign  (CLC),  on  whose 
board  she  serves.  The  CLC  has  been  very  effective  in  coordinating  programs  and  volunteers  for  important 
programs  serving  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  throughout  the  city. 

Over  the  last  few  months  they  have  coordinated  a huge  effort  to  inform  policy  makers  about  the  valuable 
impact  of  the  SF  Connected  (BTOP)  program,  and  to  advocate  for  continued  funding  for  the  program,  which 
provides  free  classes  and  access  to  computers  for  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  at  senior  centers, 
senior  housing,  and  other  sites  throughout  the  city.  Ms.  Lurie  also  gave  a brief  overview  of  the  3 ways  to 
bring  the  issues  of  LGBT  Seniors  into  Focus.  She  invited  Council  members  to  visit  the  CLC’s  Internet  site 
SFhealthyaging.org  (see  handout).

President’s  Report  (Anna  Maria  Pierini) 

Anna  Maria  attended  the  California  State  Commission  on  Aging  meeting  and  she  was  impressed  on  how 
thoughtful  and  thorough  they  were  about  everything  that  they  dealt  with.  She  feels  encouraged  that  this 
council  has  a really  good  back  up  at  the  State  level  and  that  the  members  should  not  feel  like  we  operate  in 
silos. 

Director’s  Report  (Anne  Hinton) 

DAAS  is  going  to  have  the  first  budget  hearing  on  June  20th.  The  process,  unlike  prior  years,  is  that  the 
Mayor  puts  his  budget  together  and  gives  out  instructions  in  the  late  fall.  All  the  departments  start  working 
on  their  budgets  and  meet  with  the  Mayor’s  staff.  The  Mayor  accepted  all  of  DAAS’  budget 
recommendations  and  allotted  half  a million  dollars  into  the  nutrition  program  to  back  fill  what  was  lost  a few 
years  ago.  The  next  step  is  for  the  Mayor  to  send  his  budget  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Board’s 
budget  analysts  will  look  at  every  position,  every  dollar,  and  every  expense  to  come  up  with  some  “add 
back”  money.  The  good  thing  this  year  is  that  the  budget  analysts  haven’t  found  any  money  in  the  DAAS 
budget  to  move  somewhere  else. 

During  the  California  Association  on  Aging  meeting  in  May,  the  Department  of  Aging  said  that  the  Feds 
were  going  to  take  additional  dollars  related  to  sequestration.  A meeting  is  being  planned  to  approach 
members  of  the  legislature  to  ask  for  money  to  backfill  that  reduction.  The  State  budget  analysts  were 
saying  there’s  more  money  right  now  that  the  governor  was  being  conservative  and  revenues  are  even 
higher  than  he  projected.  There  are  still  outstanding  bills  that  can  go  until  October  and  it  is  unclear  if  the 
request  is  in  those  bills.  The  Mayor’s  Office  has  been  very  supportive  in  trying  to  help  in  any  way  around 
the  sequestration. 

Franken  from  Minnesota  has  put  a piece  into  the  reauthorization  that  would  require  that  Area  Agencies  on 
Aging  to  require  a set  of  standards  to  meet  for  organizations  they  give  referrals  to.  They  would  have  to  do 
background  checks,  licensing  and  certification,  and  a satisfaction  survey  on  all  the  consumers.  These 
standards  are  not  bad  but  there’s  significant  cost  to  do  all  of  them  and  there  is  no  money.  The  N4A  has 
taken  a position  of  non-support  and  the  DAAS  Commission  has  been  asked  to  do  that  as  well.

PRESENTATION:  Patient  Protection  and  Affordable  Care  Act 

Sarah  Crow  works  for  the  Planning  Unit  at  HSA  in  which  DAAS  is  a component  of.  She  works  full-time  on 
the  Affordable  Care  Act  and  its  impacts  on  HSA.  The  major  impacts  are  in  the  eligibility  and  enrollment  side 
of  Medi-Cal  which  HSA  administers. 

The  vision  of  the  Affordable  Care  Act  is  for  everyone  to  have  health  insurance  and  that  those  without  health 
insurance  through  an  employer  or  program  would  find  it  easy  to  get  coverage.  Any  kind  of  hassle  factor 
that’s  involved  in  getting  health  insurance  should  be  that  of  the  agencies  who  administer  the  programs  and 
not  that  of  the  consumers. 

Starting  2014,  ACA  requires  all  individuals  to  have  health  insurance.  Medium  and  large  employers  must 
offer  health  insurance  or  face  a penalty.  Low  income  families  have  the  option  of  Medi-Cal.  There  are  big 
improvements  to  enrolling  in  Medi-Cal  for  most  beneficiaries,  such  as  single  statewide  application  for  all 
health  insurance  programs.  Federal  and  State  data  will  also  available  electronically.  This  establishes  a 
Health  Exchange  for  each  state  which  is  the  marketplace  for  individuals  who  don’t  have  health  insurance.  It 
makes  health  insurance  affordable  with  a subsidy  for  those  with  income  that  is  less  than  400%  of  the 
Federal  Poverty  Level.  The  FPL  for  a single  person  in  2013  is  $1 1 ,490.  In  California,  the  Health  Exchange 
is  called  Cover  California. 

Medi-Cal  eligibility  is  based  on  modified  adjusted  gross  income  (MAGI).  The  asset  test  is  eliminated  for 
most  people  and  the  benefits  package  is  still  the  same  as  traditional  Medi-Cal.  There  is  one  application  for 
Medi-Cal  and  for  coverage  through  the  Health  Exchange.  There  is  no  difference  between  Medicaid 
coverage  and  ACA  coverage.  By  and  large,  the  eligibility  changes  affect  non-Seniors  (18  to  65  years  old). 

Cover  California  has  5 qualified  health  plans  in  San  Francisco.  There  are  10  minimum  essential  health 
benefits  that  are  required  for  the  health  plans  to  offer.  Consumers  cannot  be  denied  based  on  pre-existing 
condition  and  rates  cannot  be  based  on  health  status.  Enrollment  can  be  done  in-person,  online,  through 
the  mail,  and  over  the  phone.  For  in-person  enrollment,  consumers  can  go  to  the  county  social  services 
offices  such  as  1235  Mission  Street  and  1440  Harrison  Street.  In  addition,  CBO’s  that  are  certified  assistors 
can  also  help  with  enrollment.  The  first  open  enrollment  period  is  from  October  1st  through  March  31st. 

To  become  a certified  assistor,  the  organization  has  to  do  in-person  training  and  fulfill  fingerprinting 
requirements.  The  certified  assistor  receives  $58  for  every  successful  new  application  submitted  and  $25 
for  every  renewal  for  Cover  California.  There  is  no  reimbursement  for  successful  Medi-Cal  applications. 

The  ACA  creates  funding  for  states  to  integrate  care  and  align  financing  for  dual  eligibles,  it  gradually  fills 
the  Medicare  prescription  drugs  donut  hole,  it  eliminates  co-pays  and  deductibles  for  many  preventive 
services,  it  provides  bonus  payments  to  doctors  and  increases  the  pool  of  Medicare  physicians,  and  it 
extends  the  life  of  the  Medicare  Trust  Fund.  The  California  State  Legislature  just  passed  a dental  care 
benefit  to  Medi-Cal. 
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Cover  California  will  be  spending  millions  of  dollars  on  marketing  and  outreach  starting  in  July.  Certified 
assistors  training  will  begin  in  August,  the  online  application  tool  will  be  ready  in  September,  and  pre- 
enrollment starts  October  1st.  Access  to  benefits  start  on  January  1,  2014.

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 
Legislative  Committee  (Vera  Haile) 

SB60  was  previously  supported  by  the  council  but  was  amended  to  exclude  seniors  and  people  with 
disabilities.  Vera  is  soliciting  support  from  the  council  to  ask  the  legislation  to  include  seniors  and  people 
with  disabilities  in  SB60  again.  SB60  is  a Victims  Compensation  Program  for  those  affected  by  human 
trafficking.  The  council  voted  and  passed  to  support  this. 

AB918  pertaining  to  emergency  services  that  would  provide  transportation  for  seniors  is  also  needing 
support.  Vera  asked  the  council  to  support  this  bill.  The  council  voted  and  passed  it. 

Next  month,  the  committee  will  take  a look  at  the  disabled  placard  and  the  ramp  taxi  topics  to  take  clear 
positions  and  pass  it  on  to  Muni. 

Site  Visits  Committee  (Betty  Hammond) 

The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Multi-Purpose  Senior  Center  was  visited  and  everything  went  well.  The  food 
was  good  and  the  bus  stop  was  conveniently  close. 

Betty  reported  observing  a low  participation  by  seniors  at  senior  centers  and  would  like  to  see  a research 
done  in  finding  the  underlying  reasons  for  this.  The  council  should  look  at  how  to  increase  participation 
throughout  the  City.  The  numbers  of  seniors  participating  in  the  senior  centers  throughout  the  City  will  be 
made  available  in  the  next  meeting  to  see  if  low  participation  is  an  issue  at  this  time.

President’s  Report  (Anna  Maria  Pierini) 

Anna  Maria  Pierini,  Anne  Hinton,  and  Richard  Ow  attended  a meeting  with  the  Executive  Director  of  ILRC 
and  a representative  from  the  Mayor’s  Disability  Office.  There  are  plans  to  increase  the  number  of  spots  for 
disabled  parking.  There  was  a discussion  about  charging  people  who  park  in  the  disabled  parking  slots. 
There  are  many  things  that  are  being  worked  out  but  there  needs  to  be  fuller  discussions  from  the 
constituents  who  are  using  this  service.  The  forum  for  this  is  unclear. 

Vera  said  one  concern  is  limiting  the  number  of  hours  parked  in  a blue  zone  as  it  doesn’t  include  those  who 
work  in  the  City  for  8 hours  or  more.

PRESENTATION:  Ramp  Taxi  Reorganization 

Christiane  Hayashi,  Deputy  Director,  Taxi  Services,  SF  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 

SF  MTA  recently  hired  a Communications  Director  and  this  person  has  been  aggressively  doing  outreach 
and  marketing.  The  agency  now  includes  MUNI,  DPT,  and  Taxi.  The  Ramp  Taxi  Program  has  wheelchair 
accessible  vans  that  are  operated  as  taxis.  The  agency  has  a growing  number  of  taxis  and  has  a fleet  of 
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about  1,800  currently.  The  ramp  van  fleet  has  100  taxis.  Wheelchair  service  in  San  Francisco  is  a 
challenge.  The  Paratransit  Program  has  been  integrated  into  the  taxi  fleet. 

Taxi  drivers  pay  about  $100  just  for  the  privilege  of  going  to  work.  There  are  about  8,000  taxi  drivers  in  San 
Francisco  but  there  are  only  1 ,500  with  taxi  medallions.  The  medallions  are  valuable  because  it  allows  for 
extra  income  when  other  taxi  drivers  operate  the  cab  of  the  taxi  medallion  holder. 

A couple  of  years  ago,  the  incentive  for  the  taxi  driver  to  pick  up  wheelchairs  is  to  quality  for  a Ramp  Taxi 
medallion  before  qualifying  for  a regular  medallion.  However  in  2010,  the  medallion  system  is  no  longer  an 
entitlement.  The  medallions  are  now  sold  for  a fixed  price  and  the  cost  is  $250,000.  There  is  assistance 
available  for  down  payment  and  the  San  Francisco  Federal  Credit  Union  offers  loans. 

The  Ramp  Taxi  medallions  are  not  for  sale.  They  are  available  for  lease  to  the  taxi  companies  with 
conditions.  The  lease  is  deeply  discounted  at  $1,000  a month  which  is  a benefit  to  the  taxi  companies.  The 
companies  used  to  pay  $2,200  a month  to  medallion  holders  in  order  to  schedule  drivers  to  drive  the 
medallion  holder’s  cab  when  that  holder  wasn’t  driving.  The  vehicles  are  very  expensive  and  their 
transmissions  break  down  on  a regular  basis  because  the  ramp  equipment  are  very  heavy.  The  ramp  taxis 
are  Dodge  Caravans  with  aftermarket  ramps  installed  in  them. 

Another  incentive  for  taxi  companies  is  the  ability  to  sideline  half  of  their  fleet.  They  are  allowed  to  use  up  to 
half  of  their  Ramp  Taxi  medallions  on  non-accessible  vehicles  at  night  as  long  as  the  agency  doesn’t 
receive  one  complaint  from  the  wheelchair  community.  The  message  to  the  wheelchair  community  is  to 
complain  if  they’re  not  receiving  good  service  from  the  taxi  companies.  Complaints  can  be  made  through  3- 
1-1.  Night  time  hours  are  4 p.m.  to  4 a.m. 

A centralized  dispatcher  exists  but  the  taxi  companies  are  resistant  to  it  because  they  don’t  want  to  share 
customers.  The  SF  MTA  may  be  going  to  a smart  phone  system. 

Every  new  Ramp  Taxi  driver  gets  wheelchair  securement  training  and  every  existing  driver  gets  the  training 
during  permit  renewals. 

The  taxi  companies  in  the  City  include  Luxor,  De  Soto,  and  Alliance  Taxi.  Alliance  Taxi  can  be  reached 
through  the  Arrow  Dispatch  Service.

PRESENTATION:  Adult  Day  Care 

Moli  Steinert,  Executive  Director,  Stepping  Stone 

Stepping  Stone  was  formerly  known  as  the  North  and  South  of  Market  Adult  Day  Health.  It  is  the  largest 
provider  of  Adult  Day  Health  in  San  Francisco  with  4 centers.  The  other  non-profit  ADHC  in  San  Francisco 
are  Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point.  ADHC  has  been  around  for  over  30  years. 

ADHC  is  a program  directed  towards  frail  seniors  and  disabled  adults  with  chronic  medical,  cognitive,  and 
mental  conditions.  It  was  designed  in  the  late  70’s  as  a way  to  prevent  people  from  going  into  skilled 
nursing  facilities. 
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Governor  Brown  decided  to  cut  funding  for  ADHC.  At  this  time,  the  primary  way  it  is  paid  is  through  Medi- 
cal. Private  pay  is  also  accepted.  Two  years  ago,  the  ADHC  suffered  a 10%  rate  cut. 

Last  year,  ADHC  won  its  lawsuit  against  the  State  and  has  been  changed  to  Community-Based  Adult 
Services  (CBAS).  It  is  now  working  with  managed  care.  CBAS  requires  mandatory  enrollment  to  managed 
care  through  the  San  Francisco  Health  Plan  or  Anthem  Blue  Cross. 

The  Legislature  must  restore  the  10%  rate  cut  or  the  ADHCs  will  close.  When  Health  Care  Reform  takes 
place  for  all  the  Medi-Medi,  the  ADHCs  can  negotiate  directly  with  managed  care  for  a higher  rate.  Based 
on  Alameda  County’s  experience,  a negotiated  rate  is  realistic.  The  ADHCs  are  approaching  DAAS,  the 
Mayor’s  Office,  and  DPH  to  help  backfill  the  10%  gap.  Moli  Steinert  is  talking  to  Senator  Leno  about 
introducing  a bill  in  Legislation  to  restore  the  gap.  Cathy  Russo  can  get  Moli  in  contact  with  the  Senior 
Legislature  in  San  Francisco. 

On  Lok  and  CBAS  eligibility  is  similar.  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  St.  Mary’s,  and  Institute  on  Aging  have  lost 
their  ADHCs. 

LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  committee  discussed  the  Immigration  Reform  and  the  Disabled  Parking  Placard  issue.  Assembly  Bill 
173  was  also  discussed  to  get  support  for  the  amended  bill  that  now  includes  free  older  adults  classes.  The 
committee  wants  to  support  the  bill  as  amended.  The  City  is  taking  a watch  position  but  the  Advisory 
Council  can  take  a support  position.  The  Council  voted  and  passed  to  support  this. 

SITE  VISITS  COMMITTEE 


The  site  visits  are  very  important  to  the  OOA,  however,  Council  members  have  not  been  calling  Betty  about 
volunteering  to  do  the  site  visits.  Some  centers  that  were  visited  in  2012  do  not  need  another  visit  in  2013. 
Betty  will  check  the  list  of  centers  visited  in  2012  and  2013  from  Jeannie  Chan  and  will  share  the  list  in  the 
next  meeting.  She  will  also  need  a current  list  of  who  signed  up  for  what  and  which  centers  still  need  to  be 
visited.

The  Mayor’s  Office  on 
Disability,  the  SFMTA,  and  members  of  the  Accessible  Parking  Policy  Advisory  Committee  are  conducting 
significant  community  and  policymaker  outreach,  both  at  a city  and  state  levels.  Many  of  the 
recommendations  will  require  state  law  changes;  at  the  earliest,  these  could  be  introduced  in  2014  and  go 
into  effect  in  2015.

REVIEW.  DISCUSSION  AND  VOTE  ON  PROPOSED  COMMITTEE  STRUCTURE  AND 
FUNCTIONS 

Recommendations  from  DAAS  were  discussed  in  terms  of  what  would  most  help  the  Department’s  Mission 
and  the  Council’s  Mission  and  Mandate;  Ms  Pierini  explained  that  the  scopes  of  work  would  be  framed  like 
the  site  visit  process.  The  Council  members  suggested  the  Site  visits  don’t  require  a committee,  but  rather 
just  a liaison/coordinator.  Bettye  Hammond  handles  that  process  now  and  is  willing  to  continue  with 
additional  interaction/guidance  from  Office  on  Aging  (OOA).  Executive  Director  Anne  Hinton  and  Denise 
Cheung,  Director  of  OOA,  with  help  from  Sybil  and  other  DAAS  staff  will  further  identify  the  scope  of  work 
being  discussed  for  the  different  Council  participant  opportunities.  After  an  additional  review,  the  Council 
decided  to  go  forward  with  the  adding  the  Education  committee,  primary  responsibilities  to  help  staff  to 
develop  topic/speaker  list  for  DAAS-Bethany  Center  community  training  programs  offered  six  times  per 
year.  Leon  and  Marcy  volunteered  The  Council  further  decided  to  have  an  Ad  Hoc  Area  Plan  Committee 
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with  DAAS  OOA  and  Planning  staff  to  participate  in  the  annual  update  of  our  Regional  Area  Plan  on  Aging, 
The  updated  plan  is  submitted  to  the  Advisory  Council  each  year  in  April,  prior  to  being  sent  to  the  State  in 
May.  Bettye  and  Elinore  volunteered.  Ms.  Pierini  stated  that  she  requested  that  the  department  be  very  clear 
about  scopes  of  work,  meeting  dates  and  times  (when  known),  attendance,  reporting  and  content  of  reporting. 

The  idea  is  for  Council  members  to  have  opportunities  for  engagement  and  to  be  able  to  bring  information 
back  to  the  Advisory  Council  to  help  inform  their  peers. 

Vera  Haile  suggested  members  express  what  area/topics  they  would  be  interested  in  working  on. 

There  was  discussion  regarding  the  terminology  used,  such  as  the  term  “committee”,  “representative”,  and 
the  function  of  the  Advisory  Council  and  the  creation  of  certain  committees  like  the  education  committee. 

On  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  it  was  determined  that  any  other  positions  would  be  “liaison”  roles  instead 
of  “standing  committee”  positions,  except  for  the  education  committee  and  such  ad  hoc  committees  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  created  for  a special  purpose  as  allowed  by  the  By  Laws. 

Sybil  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  needs  to  begin  meeting  as  it  is  required  by  the  Bylaws. 

Also  discussed  was  that  in  2014  there  needs  to  be  an  election  for  CA  Senior  Legislature  (CSL)  to  be 
completed  and  reported  to  the  State  CSL  Office  by  the  end  of  May.  The  Joint  Legislative  Committee  needs 
to  decide  how  they  want  to  recruit  and  elect  candidates  for  the  CSL.  Senior  Assembly  Member  Anne 
Warren  has  stated  her  interest  in  continuing,  but  it  is  unknown  whether  Senior  Senator  Bruce  Steir  or  Senior 
Assembly  Member  Norma  Campbell  are  interested  in  running  for  another  term.  All  three  members 
representing  San  Francisco  on  the  CSL  have  already  served  at  least  2 full  four-year  terms. 

The  Advisory  Council  will  discuss  candidates  and  election  for  the  California  Senior  Legislature  as  a 
Committee-of-the-  whole. 

Sybil  will  draft  a provision  to  add  the  Education  Committee  into  the  bylaws. 

Committee  Reports 

Joint  Legislative  Committee  Report 

Vera  Haile  reported  that  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  heard  from  Anne  Warren  about  her  proposal  for 
CSL,  which  is  to  reintroduce  the  tax  credit  for  Family  Caregivers.  The  Legislative  Committee  voted  to 
support  it  if  it  was  carried. 

CSL  Senator  Bruce  Steir  proposal  calls  for  handrails  to  be  installed  and  retrofitted  in  all  public  building 
stairways.  The  Legislative  committee  was  in  favor  of  supporting  the  bill  if  it  went  forward. 

Sybil  Boutilier  brought  forward  a new  share  of  cost  proposal  that  she  has  been  working  on  with  Megan 
Elliott  and  Hugh  Wang.  The  proposal  would  deal  with  the  problem  that  a person  who  is  receiving  services 
such  as  IHSS  while  on  the  ACA’s  Extended  MediCal  coverage,  will  be  charged  a large  share  of  cost  upon 
aging  out  at  65  years  To  keep  the  same  services,  they  would  have  to  fall  back  on  the  “traditional”  Medically 
Needy  program.  The  difference  in  income  calculation  and  other  complexities  are  being  worked  out,  but  in 
concept.  The  proposal  is  to  basically  allow  continuation  of  eligibility  after  age  65  for  no  added  share  of  cost 
for  persons  whose  income  is  at  the  138%  of  Federal  Poverty  Legislative  Committee  approved  to  support  in 
concept. 
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On  motion,  seconded  and  carried,  all  proposals  were  supported  and  approved  by  the  Advisory  Council. 


NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 


The  Nominating  Committee  reported  they  had  not  been  able  to  complete  their  slate  of  Officers,  as  the  first 
vice  president  was  not  able  to  accept  candidacy  for  president,  and  no  other  candidate  had  come  forward. 
Sitting  President,  Pierini  has  volunteered  to  continue  to  serve  for  another  year  if  needed. The  committee 
requested  staff  to  investigate  how  that  could  be  handled.

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4.  Article  II,  Section  1 - Triple  A or  AAA  or  Office  on  Azins  means  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging 

5.  Article  II,  Section  3 - The  Advisory  Council  shall  advise  the  Department  and  Commission  on  all 

matters  relating  to  the  development  and  administration  of  its  area  plan  and  the 

6.  Article  II,  Section  4,  E-(  1 ) - Assist  the  AAA  in  holding  annual  area  wide  meetings  within  the 
population  served  to  prepare  priorities 

7.  Article  II,  Section  4,  E - Council  members,  as  designated  by  the  President  of  the  Commission,  shall  be 
elisible  to  serve  as  members  on  Commission  committees. 

8.  Article  III,  Section  4 - Absence  from  three  (3)  consecutive  regular  monthly  meetings  without 
presentation  of  a valid  excuse  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  Advisory  Council  to  make  inquiry  into  the 
cause  and  may  terminate  the  membership  The  President  of  the  Council  shall  notify  the  Council 
Members,  and  the  appointins  body,  i.e.  the  Commission  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  writing  of  the 
termination.

Committee  will  circulate  the  list  and  Guidelines  for  assignments  and  collect  Site  Visit 
Reports.  Copies  of  the  reports  will  be  conveyed  to  the  Office  on  Agins.  This  Committee  shall  have  at 
least  one  member. 

16.  Article  V.  Section  8 - EDUCA  TION  COMMITTEE:  Education  Committee  shall  consult  with  DAAS 
staff  to  develop  a prosram  of  community  trainins  workshops  at  Bethany  Center  and  such  other 
programs  as  determined  by  committee  members  on  an  annual  basis.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at 
least  once  per  year. 

17.  Article  V.  Section  9 - AREA  PLAN  COMMITTEE:  Area  Plan  Committee  shall  consult  with  DAAS 
and  HSA  staff  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the  annual  update  to  the  Area  Plan.  The  committee 
shall  meet  at  least  once  per  year  and  may  participate  as  needed  in  setting  goals  and  objectives  for  the 
Plan  and  assisting  in  development  of  any  needs  assessment
